OF  THE 

WARRINGTON  INFIRMARY  and  DISPENSARY 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1943 


The  Board  of  Management  submit  their  report  for  the  year  1943. 
FINANCIAL  AND  GENERAL 

The  Institution  is  in  a  less  favourable  financial  position  than  the  previous 

year  and  on  the  year’s  working  there  is  a  deficit  of  £1,595  12s.  9d. 

* 

There  have  been  several  reasons  for  the  heavy  expenditure  of  the  past 
year,  among  those  being  : — 

(a)  A  full  year’s  working  at  Thelwall  Grange  Convalescent  Home. 

(b)  acceptance  of  the  Rushcliffe  and  Hetherington  Reports  affecting  the 

Nursing  and  Domestic  Salaries  and  Wages. 

(c)  Opening  of  the  Preliminary  Training  School  for  Nurses  which 

involves  additional  accommodation,  etc. 

The  ramifications  of  the  Infirmary’s  work  are  becoming  so  many  and 
varied  that  the  present  accommodation  is  becoming  more  pronounced  as  being 
totally  inadequate  tjo  meet  the  requirements.  It  must  be  remembered  that  a 
portion  of  the  hospital  buildings  was  erected  in  1875  and  has  become  very  much 
out  of  date  for  modern  hospital  requirements.  It  is  felt  that  with,  the  Medical, 
Nursing  and  other  specialist  staffs,  together  with  the  many  important  and 
valuable  Clinics  which  are  housed  in  the  various  departments,  there  should  be 
modern  buildings  erected  in  order  to  get  the  best  of  the  skill  and  technique  • 
which  is  possessed  by  the  staff  of  this  hospital.  This  is  the  great  need  of  the 
post-war  planning  and  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly. 

Much  discussion  has  appeared  in  the  Press  about  the  National  Elealth 
Service  which  will  affect  both  hospitals  and  the  medical  men,  but  up  to  the 
time  of  this  report  nothing  concrete  has  been  issued  by  the  Government. 
It  is  clear,  however,  that  changes  will  be  inevitable,  but  as  to  how  they  will 
affect  the  voluntary  hospitals  is  not  known.  However,  this  Institution  con¬ 
tinues  to  carry  out  its  most  important  service  of  bringing  relief  to  the  sick  and 
suffering  and  judging  from  the  numbers  which  attend,  the  Warrington  Infirmary 
has  the  confidence  of  the  townspeople. 

It  has  always  been  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  co-operate  as  fully  as  possible 
with  the  various  Local  Authorities  generally,  and  there  is  close  working  with 
the  Warrington  Corporation  Health  Committee  in  particular.  During  the 
year  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  number  of  beds  to  be  placed  at  their 
disposal  at  the  Daresburv  Hall  Annexe  Hospital  for  post-operative  and  con¬ 
valescent  cases  from  the  Borough  General  Elospital. 

WORK  OF  THE  INSTITUTION 

Thelwall  Grange  Convalescent  Home  has  completed  a  full  year’s  working 
and  together  with  Daresbury  Hall  has  meant  that  an  increased  number  of 
in-patients  has  been  dealt  with  at  the  parent  hospital  (3,109  against  2,556  in 
1942).  In  spite  of  this  more  people  have  sought  the  assistance  of  this  hospital 
than  before  and  the  waiting  list  of  patients  has  increased  very  considerably. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  reduce  the  period  of  waiting. 

The  present  Out-Patient  and  Orthopaedic  Departments  are  far  too  small 
to  deal  with  the  large  numbers  which  attend  and  during  the  year  permission 
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was  sought  to  erect  an  additional  building  to  the  Orthopaedic  Department. 
After  considerable  difficulty  due  to  war  stringencies  permission  was  obtained 
for  a  small  building  to  be  erected  and  work  has  now  commenced.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  building  will  be  in  use  for  the  early  summer. 

Daresbury  Hall  Annexe  Hospital  which  has  now  been  working  since  1941 
has  again  taken  its  share  in  the  treatment  of  Infirmary  patients  and  as  men¬ 
tioned  previously  is  now  dealing  with  patients  from  the  Borough  General 
Hospital.  In  passing,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  Annexe  Hospital  is 
financially  self-supporting.

1942.  The  net  amount  received  from  the  Workpeople’s  Account  shows  a 
decrease  of  £4,382  15s.

It  will  be  »seen  that  the  expenditure  has  increased  by  £7,169  12s.  lOd. 
over  the  previous  year.  The  national  increase  of  Nurses  and  Domestic  Salaries 
and  Wages  has  been  one  of  the  main  factors  in  the  rise,  together  with  the  fact 
that  Thelwall  Grange  has  worked  the  full  year  against  five  and  a-half  months 
in  1942.  General  items  of  expenditure  necessary  for  the  running  of  the  hospital 
generally  have  increased  and  in  passing  it  is  worth  remembering  that  the 
Institution  has  to  pay  Purchase  Tax  on  lots  of  the  items.  Many  people  think 
hospitals  are  exempt  from  this  tax,  but  they  are  not,  and  it  has  meant  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  on  the  expenditure  during  the  year. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

There  have  been  no  changes  during  the  year. 

VICE-PRESIDENCY 

Under  Rule  3  Mr.  D.  H.  Ward  was  automatically  elected  a  Vice-President 
of  the  Institution. 


MEDICAL  STAFF 

Mr.  T.  R.  W.  Armour,  F.R.C.S.,  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  died 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  the  Board  wish  to  record  their  great  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  splendid  services  which  he  placed  ungrudgingly  in  the  work  of 
treating  the  many  thousands  of  patients  who  attended  the  Orthopaedic  Depart¬ 
ment.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  Mr.  Armour  was  the  first  member  of  the 
Consultant  Specialist  Staff,  which  was  constituted  in  1928. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Wells,  F.R.C.S.,  Genito  Urinary  Surgeon,  found  that  as  his 
work  in  Liverpool  had  increased  so  considerably  he  could  no  longer  carry  out 
his  visits  to  Warrington  and  tendered  his  resignation.  This  was  accepted 
with  sincere  regret  by  the  Board  and  again  they  record  their  appreciation  of 
the  splendid  work  done  by  Mr.  Wells  since  he  joined  the  Medical  Staff  in 
1928.  They  also  wish  him  many  years  of  good  health  and  happiness. 

The  Board  report  with  pleasure  that  they  have  been  able  to  fill  the  two 
vacancies  with  the  following  gentlemen  : — 

Mr.  W.  S.  Diggle,  F.R.C.S.  (Eng.),  Ch.M.  (Orth.),  as  Consultant  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Surgeon.- 

Mr.  M.  J.  Bennett-Jones,  F.R.C.S.  (Eng.),  Ch.M.  as  Consultant  Genito¬ 
urinary  Surgeon. 
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Both  these  gentlemen  are  well  known  in  their  particular  sphere  of  surgery 
and  the  Board  are  happy  to  state  that  their  services  are  already  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  patients. 

The  only  other  change  on  the  paid  staff  is  the  substitution  of  Dr.  J.  Berkson 
as  Clinical  Assistant  in  the  Eye  Department  to  Dr.  S.  W.  Dick. 

The  Board  once  again  offer  their  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Hon. 
Medical  Staff  for  the  services  rendered  to  the  patients,  often  under  very  difficult 
conditions  owing  to  the  war.

NURSING  STAFF 

Eleven  Probationer  Nurses  have  passed  the  State  Final  Examination  and 
18  Probationer  Nurses  have  passed  the  State  Preliminary  Examination  during 
the  year.

Ten  Nurses  have  passed  the  Hospital  Final  Examination  and  received  the 
Certificate  of  the  Training  School. 

A  Preliminary  Training  School  was  commenced  during  the  year,  which 
means  that  girls  desirous  of  becoming  Nurses  receive  a  certain  amount  of 
training  by  the  Tutor  Sister  before  they  are  put  on  the  wards.  During  this 
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period  it  enables  a  girl  to  satisfy  herself  whether  nursing  is  her  vocation  or  not. 
It  also  helps  a  girl  to  feel  more  competent  when  placed  on  the  wards.  Ten  or 
twelve  girls  are  able  to  be  dealt  with  for  certain  periods  and  this  has  once  again 
brought  up  the  lack  of  accommodation.  Building  is  practically  impossible 
during  the  war  but  this  urgent  matter  will  have  to  receive  attention  immedi¬ 
ately  hostilities  are  over.  In  the  meantime,  a  search  is  being  made  to  find  more 
accommodation  outside  the  Nurses’  Hostel.  There  is  at  the  moment  a  number 
of  Nurses  in  a  house  in  Froghall  Lane,  kindly  rented  to  the  Infirmary  by  Dr. 
G.  A.  Sinclair. 

HOSPITAL  SUNDAY  FUND 

This  fund  paid  over  the  sum  of  £481  9s.  4d.,  which  was  an  increase  of 
£65  4s.  2d. 

The  Special  Thanksgiving  Service  was  again  held  in  the  Parish  Church 
and  the  Rt.  Revd.  Bishop,  of  Warrington  preached  the  Sermon.  Thanks  are 
tendered  to  the  Rector  of  Warrington  for  his  kindness  in  arranging  the  Service, 
etc. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Collin,  Hon.  Secretary,  is  again  thanked  for  his  services  during 
the  year. 

WORKPEOPLE’S  INFIRMARY  COMMITTEE 

The  gross  amount  handed  over  through  this  Committee  was  £906  16s.  Id. 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  with  the  payments  to  outside  hospitals 
increasing  by  a  large  sum  the  net  figure  was  £19,145  19s.  lid.,  a  reduction  of 
£4,382  15s.  5d.  as  compared  wtih  the  year  1942.  Steps  are  being  taken  to 
make  up  this  serious  reduction. 

The  Board  once  again  tender  to  the  Committee  their  thanks  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  Institution  and  also  to  the  representatives  who  sit  bn 
the  Board  for  their  advice  and  assistance.

The  above  Guild  contributed  the  sum  of  £500  to  the  Genera]  Fund, 
which  is  an  increase  6f  £50  over  the  previous  year  and  the  Board  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  the  Officers,  Collectors  and  Subscribers  for  a  very 
successful  year.
